He was at the moment in conference 
with Generals Johnston and Hardee. 
Had the shell exploded, doubtless both 
of them would have fallen with Polk. 

That night the body of General Polk 
was brought from Afarietta to At- 
lanta, laid in state in St. Luke's 
church, before being taken to North 
Carolina, and this writer had_ the 
privilege of being one of the cadet 
guards around his coffin. His nephew, 
Hon. Frank L. Polk, of New York, 
will be one of the strong protagonists 
for the park and the memorial to his 
famous fighting uncle. 

Judge Kennesaw Mountain Landis, 
now the czar of the baseball world, 
was born while his father was fight- 
ing on the mountain, and so got his 
name, He, too, will give potential 
aid to the park proposal.

Farmer Relief 


At This Session 


Washington, March 13. — ()— 
Doubt and anxiety have begun to ap- 
pear in the ranks of farm represent- 


| atives who a fortnight ago confidently 


marched on Washington, demanding 
relief legislation. 

After long labor, a relief bill is 
taking form in the house agricultural 
committee, but it is a long haul and 
a rocky road from the committee room 
to the president’s desk at the white 
house, and administration leaders ap- 
parently are counting on adjournment 
of congress some time in May. 

Some committee members still pre- 
dict that a bill will be laid before Mr. 
Coolidge for his signature before con- 
gress goes home, but none qualify 
their predictions, The farm leaders 
themselves have by no means aban- 
doned hope, although they manifestly 
are worried over the difficulties and 
delays that beset them. 

At the very beginning of their in- 
vasion of the capital, the farm dele- 
gations were taken aback by the un- 
expected manner of their reception. 
They were welcomed on every hand, 
but were told to get together around 
n table and decide just what it was 
they wanted. Then the trouble began. 
The more they consulted with one an- 
other and with members of the house 
committee, the more the whole project 
became obscured in a cloud of argu- 
ment and a tangle of technicalities. 

Undeniable progress has been made. 
but the views of many witnesses yet 
are to be heard. Then, after a bill 
has been perfected, it will have to 
take its chances in the usual legisla- 
tive jam that precedes the close of a 
session. ‘There still are important ap- 
propriation bills pending, and the 
senate is engulfed with a multiplicity 
of measures ranging from contested 
nominations to foreign debt settle- 
ments.

His aim was to establish his or- 
ganizations so that they might be self- 
sustaining and his retirement was 
eredited to a desire to see if he had 
Luilt “hem so they could operate with- 
out his supe virion. 

Sought Rest and Quiet. 

Then, with responsibilities on 
younger shoulders, he sought rest and 
quiet which was unbroken until his 
death, which was announced to his 
office here today *. a cablegram to 
Poy W. Howard, his associate. 

Four years after his retirement 
from active work he turned the con- 
trol of his enterprises over to Rob- 
ert P. Scripps, his son. 

Mr. Scripps started his career as a 
reporter on a newspaper in Ohio, 
ewned by an older brother, when 20 
years old, and his newspaper opera- 
tions had their headquarters in that 
state at Cincinnati. His home was 
at Westchester.

Immediately” after his retirement 
from the noise and rush incidental to 
news gathering and newspaper offices, 
he showed an unusual passion for 
quiet. 

This extended even to his death, for 
two years ago he gave instructions 
that should he die at sea, he should be 
buried in the ocean. It was presumed 
this was done, although his offices 
here sent a message to the yacht to 
defer burial until Mr. Scripps’ son 
could be communicated with, 

His yacht aroused attention at 
ports of call, when it was learned the 
decks were especially padded to elimi- 
nate noise.

Richardson also issued an opin- 
ien by Attorney General (reorge 
Napier relating to poll tax for fe- 
male voters, in answer to a question 
which is asked him practically every 
day by women, as follows: 

“Is a woman, who registered, voted 
and paid poll tax during 1922 and 
1923, but has made no return or paid 
poll tax for the years 1924 and 1925, 
nor bas she applied for certificate 
to have her name removed from the 
registration list, subject to poll tax 
for the years 1924 and 1925 if she 
desires to register now? 

“On account of her failure to make 
return and pay taxes for the years 
1924 and 1925 her name has been 
stricken from the registration list by 
the board of registrars. Now, the 
question is whether or not her re- 
moval from the registration list by 
the board of registrars is equivalent 
to removal at her request by cer- 
tificate and thereby release her from 
payment of back taxes.” 

The following is the ruling of At- 
terney General Napier: 

“A woman who votes must pay poll 
tax, just like men, to exercise the 
elective franchise. It would seem, 
therefore, that a woman who has 
registered as a voter and paid poll 
tux for some years, is subject to poll 
tax, unless she relieves herself of 
thet liability by registered off the 
list of voters. 

“In my opinion, where a female 
voter's name has been removed from 
the registration list by the board of 
registrars it is not equivalent to a 
removal of her name by her request. 
Therefore, she would be liable for pay- 
ment of back taxes unless she relieves 


‘herself of that liability as provided by 


law.”

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FERTILIZE SOILS 


Jackson, Ga., March 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Immediate relief for the farm- 
ers of Georgia will come through fer- 
tile soil, a system of balanced farm- 
ing and the keeping of live stock, 
members of the Kiwanis club and 
dairymen of Butts county, who were 
guests of the club for the meeting, 


were told last night by Professe: M. 
P. Jarnigan, of the State College of 
Agriculture. 

Permanent relief will come through 
education of the right type, the 
speaker predicted. “Education of the 
right sort will cure most of the eco- 
nomic ills of the United States,” Pro- 
fessor Jarnigan declared. 

Dairymen who cannot produce plen- 
ty of roughage and grain for their 
cows and provide abundant pasturage 
were warned that they cannot make 
a profit. He cited the example of 
the Evans Lunsford pasture at Cov- 
ington that ranks with the best in the 
Iinited States, where beef can be 
grown economically. The Lunsford 
pasture, it was stated, will grow 500 
pounds of beef per acre each year. 

Professor Jarnigan called attention 
to the small average income of the 
farmers of the United States and 
quoted figures to show that cotton 
growers of Georgia lost more than $3 
per acre on all cotton grown in 1925. 
“Texas has just opened up 2,000,000 
virgin acres to cotton and hac 18,- 


000,000 additional acres that can be | 
turned to-cotton, and Texas can grow | 
h0 per cent of the cotton produced in 
the United States,” Vrofessor Jarni- 
gan stated. In Texas it is 7 ossible to | 
produce cotton from 5 to 7 cents per | 
pounds cheaper than in the eastern | 
belt, it was stated. | 

Declaring that the farmers of Geor- | 
gia have been systematically robbing | 
the soil of its fertility for 100 years | 
with a one-crop system, the time is | 
about ripe for a change in the state’s | 
agricultural system. |

farmers of the county according to 
groups, the Kiwanis club has bal as 
its guests at recent meetin«s the pep- 
pergrowers, peach growers and dairy- | 
men and other interests will be enter- | 
tained during the season.

A com- 
mittee is actively campaigning among 
the colored people, and the matter is 
to be presented and subsriptions taken 
in many of the negro churches. 
few white friends in Atlanta have 
helped with relatively small sti)scrip- 
tions. The directors of the orphan- 
age hope that many more will come to 
the aid of this worthy institution and 
make possible the early completion of 
the new building. 

Up to date, northern friends have 
given $37,000 in cash, in addition to 
the conditional pledge. of $10,000, to- 
ward the new building, which will 
cost $60,000. Of the total, Atlanta is 
expected to supply only $10,000. The 
building is being pushed as funds are 
available, and it is hoped that it will 
be complete and debt free in July.

In his letter to The Constitution 


Mr. Brown states positively his be-

He cites the 
fight of the American colonies for 
freedom which he, said took 36 years, 
and the fight against slavery, which 
he said took 64 years. 


Supplies Statistics. 


“Now since it took 36 years to 
establish national freedom and break 
the yoke of Ienglish tyranny and since 
it took 64 years to establish the rights 
and Kberties of every man, regard- 
less of color or tribe, then why in 
the name of high heaven are our 
newspapers trying to waver public 
opinion and rock the boat of world- 
wide prohibition while it has been 
out for but six years and is sailing 
fine?’ 

After giving statistics to sup- 
port arguments that the national pro- 
hibition law has reduced crime, abol- 
hed saloons and brought about other 
improvements, he discusses the situa- 
tion in his county as follows: 

Here in my own county—Stewart—in the 
days of ‘‘open saloons’'’ we had two county 
courts of one week each and two superior 
courts of ten days to two weeks per annum, 
or in all approximately six weeks of court 
each year. More than 75 per cent of the 
cases tried were brought about directly 
or indirectly from ‘‘open saloons.’’ 

Contrasts Court Situation. 

Today we have no county courts and the 
two sessions of the superior court which 
previously consumed ten days to two weeks 
each are now concluded in four to seven 
days, or a total of ten to twelve days per 
annum wherein we had an average of six 
weeks’ court annually in the days of ‘‘open 
saloons.”’ 

In 1910 onr county had a population of 
13,437, of whom 23.4 per cent were illiter- 
ates—unable to read or write. We admit 
that a large per cent of this population 
was colored, but— 

Toduay we are giving to the world in 
our young people (white and colored) less 
than 2.3 per cent illiterates—or in plainer 
figures, wherein the days of ‘‘open aa- 
loons’’ we reared 2,208 illiterates, today we 
offer but five whites and 82 colored illiter- 
nates, and of these five whites all are under 
such handicaps from physical <lefects and 
not hindered through the curses of ‘‘open 
saloons."’ 

With such accomplishments brought about 
in six years of partially enforced prohibi- 
tion the outcome of real prohibition a few 
years hence will give to the world the 
greatest nation, the greatest people—that 
of the United States and America and her 
inhabitants—in all the annals of civilized 
history. ¥ 


State Increase 


Taxes as Federal 


Levy Is Reduced 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Chicago, March 12.—While the 
federal government is making an earn- 
est effort to reduce the burdea of 
taxes, state governments And munici- 
palities, notably Jllinois and Chicago, 
are increasing the load until it has 
become well nigh unbearable. 

For every dollar the federal gov- 
ernment lifts off, the state govern- 
ment piles on two more. 

The Civic Federation of Chicago, in 
a special bulletin, says the upward 
flight of taxes must be stopped at 
gace, and demands that candidates 
for legislative offices pledge them- 
selves to prevent further tax increases. 

Taxes, as shown in bills now being 
sent out, are mounting to intolerable 
heights., The increase this year is 
over 7 per cent. The average rate 
in Chicago this year is more than 
double the rate of seven years ago, 
and the tax payers are getting less 
for their money. 

Owners of small dwellings, particu- 
larly, are hard hit. They are espe- 
cial ‘targets for the tax-eaters and 
there is no escape. The owner of a 
$5.000 home must pay, this year, 
$442.50 to $475.50, depending upon 
the location. This does not include 
numerous other taxes and  assess- 
ments. Seven years ago, the rate 
ran from $194.50 to $208.

Mercury To Drop To 20 

Degrees This Morning, 
Local Weather Bureau 
Head Predicts. 


Spring weather, with moderate tem- 
peratures, is scheduled to return Mon- 
day after a belated but fierce visit 
of winter to Atlanta and the south 


Saturday, C. F. von Herrmann, local 
meteorologist, announced late = Sat- 
urday that the climax of the cold 


wave will be reached carly this morn- 
ing, when the thermometer is sched- 
uled to go to 20 degrees above zero. 

Accompanied by a  40-mile-an-hour 
vale and slight snow flurries, winter 
again showed its fangs to Atlanta 
early Saturday morning. The wind 
was one of the highest of the winter 
and overcoats and other wraps were 
in order when Atlantans arose. 

Slight snow flurries fell intermit- 
tently during the morning, but the fall 
was not heavy enough to be measured 
by the weather bureau. It will be the 
last of ‘the present cold wave, Mr. 
von Herrmann predicted. 

The thermometer at the local branch 
of the United States weather bureau 
registered 32 degrees at 7 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning but had fallen four de- 
grees by noon. Another drop began 
in the afternoon and continued until 
late in the night. 

South Is Chilled. 

The cold and snow flurries were 
general throughout the south, and dis- 
patches from various southern cities 
indicated that snow fell in practically 
every southern state. Lowering tem- 
peratures also were reported. 

At Huntsville, Ala., a snowstorm 
of nearly 12 hours’ duration was re- 
ported, and a considerable portion of 
north Alabama was covered with 
snow.

When the legislature convenes Mon- 
day, after a three-day recess for the 
week-end, including the extra day in 
hoaor of Fort Valley's peach blossom 
festival, it will face the prospect of 
n almost certain vote sometime dur- 
ing the week on the first of the pro- 
posed constitutional amendments to 
permit the issuance of state bonds, 

The $22,000,000 educational bond 
amendment, providing for revivifica- 
tion aad enlargement of the entire 
state educational system, from the 
humblest red school house in the coun- 
try to the university at Athens, was 
launched on its career of debate and 
discussion in the house Thursday. 

With approximately forty members 
of the house anxious to express their 
views either for or against this meas- 
ure, it is conceded the final roll call 
vote is not likely to come _ before 
Thursday. 

The measure, as reported by the 
constitutional amendment committee, 
provides $4,000,000 for prompt pay- 
ment of common school teachers, thus 
dorag away with the present annual 
necessity of discounting teachers’ war- 
rants; $7,000,000 to be used in aid- 
ing the various counties to build and 
equip consolidated schools in their 
rural sections, and $11,000,000 for 
new buildings and equipment at the 
University of Georgia and _ its 
branches. 

Expect Bill to Pass. 

In the event that this bill fails 
of passage, it is understood that an- 
other bill, containing only the $4,- 
000,000 provision for school teacher 
payment, will be pushed for passage. 
Observers, however, expect the first 
hill to pass, practically enough votes 
for the requisite two-thirds majority 
of 138 being considered safe in the 
house, with another 30 or 40 votes 
counted as doubtful but more likely 
to vote for than against the bill. 
It is generally believed that if the 
house votes the measure, the senate 
will do likewise. 

The measure as a constitutional 


amendment must be referred to the 
people for ratification, so that a 
vote for it in the legislature amounts, 
in fact, merely to a vote to submit 
the question to the sovereign people. 
It is not considered probable that 
many of the senators would be able 
to justify «¢hemselves if, after the 
house approves the measure, they 
should stand in the way of the orderly 
submission of the issue to the people, 
the court of last resort in all issues 
in a democratic country.

The Tar Heel Senators

North Carolina is represented in the 
United States senate by .wo of the 
most notable men in that body. Their 
personal histories 
reveah some quite 
unusual coinci- 
dences. ‘They are 
Furifold Me 
Lendel Simmons 
and Lee Sla- 
ter Overma n— 
names familiar to 
all who have ob- 
served the courses 
of national legisia- 
tion during the 
past qaurter of a 
century. They are 
the second and 
. third oldest men in 
continuous service in the senate, Sea- 
ator Warren. of Wyoming, alone out- 
ranking them. Senator Simmons en- 
tered the senate March 4, 1901, and 
Senator Overman joined him there on 
March 4, 1903. 

Both the senators afe native sons 


of the state they represent. 

Senator Overman was born in Salis- 
bury, where he yet resides, on the “d 
of January, 1854; Senator Simmons 
was born 17 days later, January 20, 
1854, on his father’s plantation in 
Jones county. Each is, therefore, a 
year and more over the three-score- 
year-and-ten mark, 

Senator Simmons graduated from 
Trinity college, now Duke university, 
in June, 1873, and a year later Sena- 
tor Overman graduated from the same 
institution.

Far-reaching changes are going on 

in the south. Their outturn promises 

to affect every other section of the 
country in some way. 

They are the products of a variety 
of forces and circumstances, some 
beneficent, some disastrous. Among 
these are hydro-electric power develop- 
ment, the boll weevil, deflation, the 
breakdown of the cropper system and 
abandonment of millions of acres of 
farm land, the opening up of new 
cotton land in Texas, and the Florida 
movement with its pronounced back- 
wash, reaching all the way from the 
gulf to Virginia. 

Such an assorted sowing of cause 
has yielded a highly incongruous and 
contradictory mixture of effect. 

Two of the most remarkable migra- 
tions in recent times have crossed 
trails, one outbound, the other in, One 
was the host of negroes in exodus 
from the cotton belt to the north. 
The other was the host of whites pass- 
ing through toe Florida. 

For all its loss of croppers and 
tenants and abandonment of farm 
land, the south still has the densest 
proportion of rural population found 
anywhere in this country. Yet vir- 


tually every ‘southern state is bidding 


for new farmers, 

Though one of the oldest sections of 
the country, it feels that its day of 
development is yet to come and is 
now near at hand. 

With all its traditions counter to 
industrialism, it is reaching out for 
industries and acquiring them faster 
than any other section. 

Big Farms on Easy Terms. 

Being abundant, land is also cheap 
in the south. One insurance company 
with over 200,000 acres in Georgia, 
lists such offerings as these: 644 acres 
in Dodge county, with one seven- 
room, one six-room, two five-room and 
three tenant houses, along with cribs 
and smokehoyses, all for $16,890; 
1.250 acres in Irwin couny, on which 
are one ten-room house, one six-room, 
two five-room and twenty-four tenant 
houses, for $46.275; 2.077 acres in 
Lee and ‘Terrell counties, with one 
ten-room and eighteen tenant houses, 
six barns, two sheds and an artesian 
well, for $54,850. 

In Wileox county, Alabama, is a 
1.040-acre farm with a fine old-style 
twelve-room plantation house, into the 
building of which have gone oak and 
walnut that will last for generations. 
The house is unoccupied, the place 
underfarmed by negro cash renters. 
It can all be bought for $25,000, and 
not much of that cash. 

That last item applies generally. 
An agent for seventeen insurance com- 
panies, with foreclosed farms all the 
way from 250 to 3,500 acres in size, 
said that most of them can be bought 
for a small payment down, on long- 
time terms that will allow paying off 
the principal at the rate of 5 per 
cent a year, with interest on the whole 
at & per cent. 

“We would prefer to have the origi- 
nal owners recover these farms,” he 
said, “but in many cases that is im-

It is not because the south 
cannot produce these, but because a 
faulty farming system—a system fas- 
tened upon us by the catastrophe of 
the civil war and which we seemingly 
cannot break—prevents us from doing 
so.

“The Florida movement,” he said, 
“is making a contribution to the whole 
south in clearing away old myths and 
misunderstandings —the unhealthful- 
ness of the climate, the aloofness of 
southern people toward strangers, the 
disturbing negro question and other 
false impressions. 

“It is also furnishing a’ first-hand 
advertising of the south’s opportuni- 
ties. Many of those who go to Flor- 
ida as sightseers or possible investors 
will see something along the way that 
will draw them back. And those who 
return to the north and west will 
carry word of what they saw. 

“We will realize on this Florida 
movement for years to come.” 

The backwarsh of the Florida move- 
ment has taken a variety of directions. 
One wave of it has followed the coast 
line. In 45 days last fall as much 
land was sold in sections along the 
South Carolina coast as had been sold 
in the 45 years previous.

FOUALIZATION LA 
SIENED BY WALKER 


Governor Clifford Walker late Sat- 
urday signed the educational equaliza- 
tion 
tra session of the legislature. 

Passage of this law is seen by 
educational leaders of the state as 
» Seiya ae an overwhelming sen- 
timent in Georgia for the prin- 
ciple of equalization of educational 
opportunities for all children of the 
state, whether they are of rich or poor 
parentage, whether their homes are in 
the cities or in the most rural sections 
of the state. : 


Fort E. Land, state superintendent 
of education, declares that passage of 
this bill thoroughly establishes the 
principle of equalization of education- 
al opportunity throughout the state 
and acclaims it as a long step forward 
in the educational development of the 
state. Only three votes were recorded 
against the measure in the house and 
only five in the senate. 

Superintendent Land drew attention 
Saturday to the history of common 
school education in Georgia, pointing 
out that the state is committed both 
in the- constitution and by statute to 
the task of educating its children, not 
only through the elementary grades 
but through a system of high schools 
as well. 

“Sessions of the general assembly 
for the past several years,” Mr. Land 
said, “have gone on record favoring 
as large an appropriation for the pub- 
lie schools as the condition of the 
treasury would authorize. 

“Now, the state bas further com- 
mitted itself to the principle of strong

“However, the principle of equaliza- 
tion of educational opportunities 
ithroughout the state is well establish- 
ed in this law and this is a long step 
forward in the educational devélop- 
ment of the state.”’ 

The law as passed provides that 
the equalization fund to be provided, 
shall be disbursed by the state board 
of education in aiding the school pro- 
grams of weaker counties which are 
unable to meet the school standards 
of other and richer counties. It pro- 
‘vides that no county or. independent 
school system, however, shall share in 
the equalization fund for any year un- 
less it levies at least five mills of 
local tax for its public schools for that 
year.

The streams flowing down- 
ward from the southern highlands to- 
ward the ocean fall sharply through 
sheer gorges and narrow valleys. 
Rainfall is normally abundant. All 
the conditions are favorable to hydro- 
electric-power development. ‘That has 
followed until the southeastern gener- 
ating system now has 2,200,000 horse- 
power at work. 

It is capable of much further ex- 
tension, especially when reenforced by 
large auxiliary steam plants. 

Heir to this development by reason 
of its location at the foot of the moun- 
tains, the Piedmont region—the shore 
line of an ancient sea—has changed 
more rapidly in this general than any 
other section of the country. It is now 
dotted with industrial towns—textile, 
tobacco and woodwork factory towns, 
Supremacy in cotton manufacturing 
is passing from its old habitat in New 
England to this part of the south— 
where it might have been long ago 
but for the politics of Calhoun and 
the political economy of McDuffie. 
Southern cotton mills are taking more 
than 70 per cent of the raw cotton 
consumed in the United States. Their 
spindles multiplied over 400 per cent 
in the 25 years of this century. 

Industry's Aid to Farming. 

An adjunct of this development has 
been the artificia] silk or rayon in- 
dustry, particularly in eastern Ten- 
nessee, where certain chemical con- 
ditions are especially favorable. Ex- 
cept in that region and in the Bir- 
mingham district of Alabama, where 
coal and iron—the tyo inevitable mag- 
nets o findustry—are found in close 
proximity, the south’s industrial sys- 
tem yet lacks diversity. It needs ma- 
chine-tool and metal-working lines to 
provide balance and larger pay rolls, 

Even so, the industrial development 
that has come has been a godsend, 
particularly to the poorer whites of 
the south. They have come down to 


the mill towns from the mountains 


' 


in their lives some of the common 
life. 
Moreover, like the outbound move- 


industrial towns has relieved some of 
the intolerable pressure and competi- 
tion of an excessive and impoverished 
rural population. It has helped those 
who stayed on the farm, too, by open- 
ing up near-by markets. 

There is another phase of this in- 
dustrial development of the south that 
inmay have a widespread meaning. Be- 
cause hydro-electric power is ayail- 
able over a great area, the new in- 
dustries of the south have not col- 
lected in a few great centers as they 
have tended to do in the older in- 
dustrial regions. Instead they have 
distributed themselves into dozens of 
small towns, sometimes even out into 
the open country. It may very well 
point the way to a future dispersion 
of industry.

Members will be furnish- 
ed with a booklet of instructions and 
pamphlets settins out the things they 
can do to aid in the protection of 
nature,

Plan to establish large cotton ware- 
houses in five southern cities under 
government license was advanced by 
J. H. Cutter, cotton merchant of Char- 
lotte, N. C., as a remedy for the dis- 
advantages of the present method of 
delivery on contract through the New 
York cotton exchange. 

The cotton warehouses, under the 
Cutter plan, would be established in 
Memphis, Tenn.; Savannah, Ga., and 
either Atlanta or Montgomery, Ala.; 
Houston or Galveston, Texas, and 
Charlotte N. ©., or Greenville, 8. C. 

The warehouses would be operated 
under a federal license and subject 
to monthly aadit and inspection, ac- 
eording to the pian which Cutter out- 
lines in a statement to The Atlanta 
Constitution. 

“The New York exchange is far re- 
moved from the cotton belt,” Cutter 
gays. “Lonz bauls to and from that 
market cauce great economic waste, 
and it seems that some plan should 


be devised for southern delivery at the 
option of the seller, at the proper 
parity wilh New York.” 

Cutter’s statement follows:

Van Sweringen Brothers Were

New York, March 13.—Q. P. and 
M. J. Van Sweringen who stand as 
sponsors for the proposed $950,000,- 
OVO Nickel Plate railway merger 
held conferences in Wall street this 
week to see what can be done regard- 
ing the decision handed down by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
Naturally the Van Sweringens are not 
talking for publication. Wall street, 
however, is confident that the objec- 
tions raised by the commission will 
be overcome and that the proposed 
merger will go through to serve as a 
model for other proposed railway con- 
solidations. 

But Wall street was confident that 
the planus as originally submitted by 
the Van Sweringens to the commission 
would be approved. It is possile, 
therefore, that Wall street may again 
be wrong in its conclusions regarding 
Nickel Plate. 

A bare majority of the commission- 
ers serving in the case decided that 
the proposed Nickel Plate merger was 
in the interests of the public from 
the transportation viewpoint but that

Have Minor Control. 

In the decision handed down the 
commission pointed out that the Van 
Sweringens control only 52 per cent 
of the voting stock of the companies 
affected by the proposed merger. If 


after the strong stand taken by the 


commission that railway shareholders 
must be treated fairly in mergers, 
more liberal terms are offered protest- 
ing Chesapeake & Ohio shareholders, 
what is to prevent holders of Erie, 


Pere Marquette and Nickel Plate, 
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other than the Van Sweringens, from 
demanding a change in their terms? 

According to the testimony given in 
the hearings before the commission the 
Van Sweringens stood to make a 
profit of $26,000,000. That is a lot 
of money and the Van Sweringens 
may be satisfied with less. However, 
if the whole question of terms is re- 
opened, there is no telling when a 
settlement could be reached with the 
many widely scattered shareholders of 
the various roads involved. 

But even if a new and more gen- 
erous agreement could be reached with 
the holders of the stock of the vari- 
ous roads involved it is by no means 
certain that the Van Sweringens 
could make changes in their financial 
structure which would meet with the 
approval of the commission and the 
financial interests behind the Van 
Sweringens. The commission objected 
in. no unmistakable terms to the non- 
voting preferred stock of the new 
Nickel Plate parent company and also 
to the method of controlling the new 
Nickel Plate parent company through 
the Vaness holding company. Al- 
though controlling only 32 per cent 
of the voting stock of the companies 
affected in the proposed merger, the 
Van Sweringens tied up control of 
the whole system first through the 
non-voting preferred stock and then 
by putting control of the privately 
owned Vaness holding company in 
the hands of four trustees, this trust 
control to continue for 21 years after 
the death of the last survivor with 
the right on the part of the survivor 
to appoint successors to a deceased 
manager. 

Pian Permanent Control. 

Commenting on this plan the com- 
mission says: “Under it the Van 
Sweringens may divest themselves of 
all beneficial interest in the Vaness 
company and still retain voting con- 
trol of the new company without di- 
rect or indirect ownership of a share 
of stock therein. We cannot escape 
the conclusion that the plan was ar- 
ranged with the intention of keeping 
control in the hands of its proponents 
even though their interest is a minuri 
ty one in fact. Such an arrangement 
is not in areord with sound practice.”

New York, March 13.—(4)—Stocx 
prices were decidedly reactionary in 
today’s market under heavy : liquida 
tion for both accounts. In view of 
the sustained rise of prices during the 
five days of the week, when most of 
the ground lost in last week's reac- 
tion was recovered, the decline was 
generally regarded as a natural correc. 
tion of a weakened technical position, 
accelerated, perhaps, by the sale of 
stocks to provide funds for income 
tax payments next Monday. 

The political crisis which developed 
at Geneva over the admission of Ger- 
many to the League of Nations was 
the only unfavorable news development 
of the day. In some quarters there 
was a tendency to give this as a rea- 
son for some of the selling, but it was 
noticeable that the foreign exchanges 
ordinarily extremely sensitive to Eu- 
ropean political and economic news 
displayed a steady tone throughout the 
day. Total sales were 937.500 shares. 

Of the active industrial issues, Gen- 
eral Electric was the hardest hit, 


breaking 10 points to 318. WNation- 


al Tea fell 145-8 points to 1653-8 on 
one sale and U. 8S. Cast Iron Pipe 
dropped 8 points on two sales. Allied 
Chemical, American Can, Federal Min- 
ing and Smelting, Hudson Motors, In- 
ternational Telephone, Mack Trick, 
Sears Roebuck, Sloss Sheffield, Steel, 
Union Carbide and Woolworth all 
showed net declines of 4 to 6 points. 


_U. S. Steel common, which had been 
bid up earlier in the week on reports 
of increasing inquiries, dropped near- 
ly 3 points to 124 1-4, closing near the 
bottom. General Petroleum touched 
a new record high at 62 7-8 and then 
sagged to 60 3-8, off 13-4 on the day. 


Rails fell back with the industrials, 
with the Van Sweringen issues show- 
ing the largest declines. “Nickel Plate” 
dropped 61-4 points to 157 1-2, Ches- 
apeake & Ohio fell back over 4 points 
to 130 7-8 and then rallied to 131 3-4, 
and Pere Marquette showed a net loss 
of 15-8 at 853-4.. Sharp recessions 
also took place in Atlantic Coast Line, 

Louisville & Nashville, Delaware & 
Hudson, Lackawanna and Reading. 


Commodity markets were mixed. 
Whe&t prices were moderately higher, 
but cotton futures sagged to 15 
points. Coffee was 6 to 15 points net 
higher and a firmer tone also developed 
in the sugar prices. 

Foreign exchanges were quiet. De- 
mand sterling held firm at $4.85 3-4 
and French francs showed only a nonm- 
inal recession at 3.63 cents.

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Brings Better Feeling 
On Rising Stock Market 


Expert Finds Traders 
Gradually Recovering 
From Scare Caused by 
Recent Reaction. 


New York, March 13.—(Special.) 
The stock market moved along quietly 
last week, and while it was some- 
what irregular, there was not enough 
action to remind traders of the violent 
decline through which it had passed. 
The nervousness subsided, the fever 
cooled and the patient acted as though 
on a fair road to recovery. It is prob- 
able that there never was a market 
watched so closely as this one, and 
the first indication of a sharp move 
in either direction is regarded as a 
threat of relapse into “something,” 
nobody knows what. : 

There was a falling-off in board- 
room attendance, but those few of 
the faithful who were still on the un- 
easy seat, as a result of the previous 
week’s scare, kept both buying and 
selling pads close at hand, and an 
observer could tell instantly. upon en- 
tering the board room which way the 
wind was blowing; if the momentary 
trend was down, everybody had a 
handful of selling orders already made 
oue to push through the fatal window. 
If the move looked upward, the black 
ink pads were being written up strenu- 
ously. However, the lack of suffi- 
cient trend either way to bring posi- 
tive action filled more waste baskets 
with unentered orders than had been 
written out, than in any week within 
the memory of the oldest habitue. 

Easy money conditions prevailed 
which brought about a better feeling 
but had no noticeable stimulating ef- 
fect on prices, which, although they 
did move up enough to cover a part 
of the losses suffered the week before, 
could not be classed ag strong. The 
speculative issues were in less demand 
than the sound dividned payers, 
which, in many instances, had 
dropped to levels where they showed 
excellent investment returns to buy- 
ers. The closeness. of the mid-month 
financing held up buying that would 
otherwise have made its appearance 
on the prices prevailing, but the real 
bargain hunters, especially odd lot 
buyers, were busy in the accumulation 
of their favorites. 


Dividend Announcements, 

- Some remarkable earnings state- 
ments were published during the week, 
and a number of favorable dividend 
anrfouncements were made. These had 
a bracing effect on the stocks con- 
cerned and they perked up consider- 
ably, at least enough to offset the 
sliding tendency of others that still 
looked too high. Confidence in the 
public utilities has been shattered 
somewhat and the latest promotion 
stocks did not rebound with any re- 
cilliancy. It was a sort of an after- 
math week, with most stocks showing 
a tendency to seek levels consistent 
with their legitimate places as invest- 
ments. 

Traders were inclined 
their lines wherever 
presented themselves for so doin 
without taking too heavy a loss. No 
real secondary reaction made its ap- 
pearance, and these chart followers 
who insist that one must come, were 
trying for the top on such rallies as 
eventuated, and at the same time were 
predicting dire consequences to those 
intrepid buyers who failed to realize 
the infallibility of their beloved tables. 

Some notable reports for 1925 were 
given out by the oil companies, and 
the stocks of these particular com- 
panies acted well. The latest merger

stocks were strong and active, but! 


none of the oil list fully recovered to 
the highs of the year. Many of these 
issues are in line for increased divi- 
dends unless all signs fail, and they 
are being touted for sharp advances 
in the early future; however, that 
same kind of talk has been recurrent 
for the past year. Relief for the un- 
certain Mexican situation is under- 
stood to be in sight as a result of 
business men’s conferences more than 
from diplomatic negotiations. The 
Mexican oils were fairly buoyant, 
with their South American subsidi- 
aries in the limelight on the curb. A 
cut in Pennsylvania crude oil was not 
given much attention, for a decline in 
crude production was again recorded. 
Mergers have not all been completed 
among California companies. 

. Trading in Motors. : 

Trading the motor shares was large, 
with about an even division between 
the pessimists and the optimists. 
There is believed to be a tremendous 
short interest in this part of the mar- 
ket and good investment buying is 
witnessed in these stocks, both for 
dividend reasons and in anticipation 
of a sharp upswing when the shorts 
cover. The motor companies did show 
fine earnings for last year and so far 
in 1926 they have more than main- 
tained the record established. 

The truck and bus stocks were as 
well bought as any shares on the 
board and the upswinging prices with 
each large execution shown on the 
tape indicated that the power was on 
the buying side rather than with the 
sellers. The selling was of a hesitent 
nature. The buying was impressive. 
The shake-out, or as London calls it, 
the “little shake-up,” did the motors 
good and has made for much broader 
distribution of these stocks: Another 
large merger affecting a truck manu- 
facturer and bringing it closer to the 
equipment business is in process of 
arrangement. 

The tire and rubbers felt the stimu- 
lus of extraordinary earnings and 
moved up briskly. These stocks have 
a large following that is being added 
to daily in anticipation of heavy in- 
creases in dividends. 

Money was easy. The floating of 
$500,000,000 by the government in 32 
per cent bonds was an announcement 
that came as a distinct and decided 
surprise to the “street,” and some are 
so uncouth as to say that the -invest- 
ment market was prepared for it by 
a break engineered from political head- 
quarters. It has been pointed out 
that financial advisers of the govern- 
ment are presumably acquainted with 
all the little tricks of the investment 
trade, or profession. It is obvious 
that easy money is expected to rule 
for some time t6 come and no one 
knows better how much money is 
expected to rule for some time to come

The convertible bonds of the roads 
affected by the Nickel Plate decision 
were trying to find their correct 
and both buyers and sellers seemed 
doubtful as to the future outlook for 
them, although it is taken for grant- 
ed that a new proposal will be sub- 
mitted shortly. French issues moved 
up and down as Premier Briand 
moved out and in. Despite the wild 
selling in public utility stocks, there 
were few recessions among public util- 
ity bonds, for they occupy entirely dis- 
tinct and separate places in the minds 
of investors. Convertible oils were 
strong. 

After a few days of weakness, the 
rails picked up in a lively manner and 
held the center of the stage at some 
time nearly every day. It is in- 
stinctive for the hurt trader to turn 
to the rails for solace, and many of 
them are in such fihe positions as re- 
gards earnings, dividends and merger 
outlooks that they appeal as s.rongly 
as ever to the conservative investor, 
especially after he has been burnt by 
ventures into the more volatile indus- 
trials. 

The coal roads gave excellent ac- 
counts of themselves and the stocks 
mostly closed the week with good 
gains. Most of the earnings reports 
coming out are showing sharp reduc- 
tions in operating expenses, with 
more than a corresponding gain in 
Carloadings are up for the sea- 
son compared to last year. A number 
of equipment trust certificates com- 
ing into the bond market gives evi- 
dence of a resumption of long-delayed 
buying of cars and engines, and some 
heavy locomotive orders were placed 
last week. The equipment shares 
moved out of the ruts in which they 
have struggled for some time and took 
on a look of prosperity which attract- 
ed buyers in increasing numbers. The 
general tone of these issues was clear- 
er and the feeling about them was 
more hopeful. They acted well. 


Coppers Slow. 


The mining shares, particularly the 
coppers, did not give as good an ac- 
count of themselves as other parts of 
the list, and yet their low prices at- 
tracted quite a bit of buying from per- 
manent investors. Copper has not 
shown any tendency to move up sharp- 
ly, but producers are refusing to make 
any concessions in price and the trade 
13 Unanimous in predicting lic cop- 
per. The foreign demand is small, 
but this seems to be more from lack 
of credit than from lack of desire or 
needs. Advices from mining centers 
are to the effect that production is 
being hastened, and the speculative 
coppers are enjoying more popularity 
than for several months, super- 
ficial - signs point to a_ steadily 
strengthening market for those stocks, 

The biggest steel company is oper- 
ating its mills at about 94 per cent 
capacity, which is the highest rate for 
months. Rumors are again being 
spread that a large extra dividend 
will be forthcoming as a result of re- 
duction in taxes. The decline of ton- 
nage, amounting to 265,000 tons, was 
smaller than had been predicted in 
some quarters, and is credited to more 
prompt deliveries. Operations in the 
Pittsburgh district are increasing 
steadily. New business is not fp to 
present output except in the Chicago 
district, but automobile companies are 
ordering in larger volume than had 
been anticipated, and the future out- 
look is bright. The steel stocks have 
been in sharp demand through the 
week, but buyers are emphasizing the 
desirability of individual issues, rather 
than basing their purchases on the 
outlook for the industry as a whole. 

There was heavy covering by cotton 
shorts before the closing of March 
pushed prices up 
momentarily; however, this was a 
very temporary condition and there 
was no news of sufficiently favorable 
character to justify any cheerful out- 
look for cotton prices. The increase

Chicago, March 13.—(/)—Milling 
demand for wheat at the highest prices 
so far this season left Chicago today 
with virtually no wheat on hand to 


fill May delivery contracts here. With 
the United States visible supply total 
expected also to show a decrease on 
Monday and with diminishing stocks 
abroad, wheat prices took a fresh up- 
ward swing, closing unsettled 3-8 to 
1 1-8 cent higher, May (new) 1.65 7-8 
to 1.66 and July 1.43 7-8 to 1.44. 

Corn finished unchanged to 1-4 cent 
higher, oats unchanged and provisions 
unchanged to a rise of 12 cents. 

Hlelped upward by the fact that the 
Liverpool market showed an unex pect- 
ed degree of strength and by general 
knowledge of the tight situation here 
regarding deliveries in May contracts, 
the Chicago wheat market showed an 
early upward trend, despite heavy sell- 
ing to realize profits. This was espe- 
cially the case after the fact became 
mublic that 42,000 bushels of No. 2 
lard winter wheat had been_ sold out 
of public elevators here at 7 cents a 
bushel over the price of May, 2 cents 
better than had been the rule of late. 

Word that all Canadian wheat 
available at Rotterdam, Antwerp and 
Hamburg had been disposed of tended 
further to lift prices here, especially 
in the late dealings. Meanwhile, gos- 
sip was current that some traders 
who would not but May wheat here 
at below $1.60 a few days ago were 
now bullish at a 6-cent higher level.

In an endeavor to extricate. the 
council from its difficulties, Sweden, 
Belgium and Czecho-Slovakia all came 
forward today and told the members 
that they stood ready to sacrifice their 
non-permanent seats in the counsels 
so that Poland could have a tempo- 
rary place. ‘These offers, however, 
were found not to be a reasonable 
solution, and for the moment have 
not been accepted. 

From allied circles came the re- 
port that the German statesmen had 
made it clear that such a solution was 
unacceptable to them. But later the 
Germans denied this. 

With the allies generally bringing 
pressure on the Germans by conjuring 
up the spectacle that a debate in the 
assembly might be unfavorable to the 
reich, M. Briand tonight told the 
French journalists that it would be 
exceedingly difficult for France to 
support the German candidacy for a 
permanent seat in the council unless 
she has definite assurance in writing 
that Germany will aceept Poland on 
the council, 

The French leader said that if Po- 
land is not in the council, the vaunted 
I.ocarno spirit would be endangered, 
and remarked that if Poland were ab- 
sent France would have to plead Po- 
land's cause, thus being obliged to 
shoulder extra difficulties.

Every year marks such an improve- 
ment in athletics and the bettering 
of records that many followers of 
sport are at a loss to explain the 
cause, Even enthusiasts who have 
participated in sOme branch of ath- 
letics have not followed it closely 
enough after retirement to become fa- 
miliar with many of the inside schemes 
adopted by coaches and trainers to 
bring about results. 

Develpoment of an athlete or ath- 
letic team to a trainer or coach is the 
same as the enlargement of a cer- 
tain enterprise to a business man. 
A man in business is continually ftig- 
uring how to enlarge er how to get 
better results at less cost. ‘The same 
is true of the athletic coach, whose 
one aim is to develop teams which 
will be winners. 

Ia nearly every athietic tourney of 
importance records are either broken 
or tied.

ASK MORE WORKF"S

Appeals for more workers in the 
$750,000 Emory university expan- 
sion campaign will be made today in 
many Atlanta churches, as a result 
of an urgent request Saturday from 
the local campaign committee. The 
committee declared it would be im- 
possible to complete the canvassing 
by March 20, the closing date, unless 
additional help is obtained. 

At a conference Saturday with the 
Methodist pastors President Harvey 
W. Cox explained the seriousness of 
the situation, and the ministers unap- 
imously agreed to do all in their pow- 
er to enroll more active campaigners. 
“Tf Atlanta fails to raise its quota 
within the specified time, it will re- 
tard the progress of the $10,000,000 
program in other parts of the coun- 
try,’ declared President Cox. “I feel 
sure Atlanta will give the $750,000 
asked of her, and more, if all of the 
citizens who should share in this en- 
terprise can be interviewed during the 
coming week. To see all of these peo- 
ple will require at least 300 more 
workers, in addition te the 125 now 
enlisted.” 

a statement issued Saturday 
night, the campaign committee an- 
nounced that four-fifths of the 
$367,055 raised to date has come from 
the campus campaign and from the 
large initial gifts. Consequently, the 
remaining $382,945 must be obtained 
from the great bulk of the 12,000 
prospective subscribers, only about 
2 OOO of whom have been interviewed 
to date.

Rosa W oodberry 


versary meeting in Savannah in 1921 
Georgia's beloved Miss Rosa Wood- 
bt ry wrote “Pioneer Notes on the 
Foundation Period of Georgia Federa- 
tion.” From the 20 pages of this 
little booklet some facts are taken 
about the early days of the federa- 
tion. Next week the list of notable 
women who carried on from this time 
until the silver anniversary will be 
given. 

In 1896 the Atlanta Woman’s club 
invited the clubs of Georgia to At- 
lanta for the purpose of organizing 
a state federation. The Atlant. Wom- 
an’s club was prime mover in this 
movement.

Miss Rosa Woodberry and Mrs. Eu- 
gene I. Heard were delegates to the 
biennial at Philadelphia followinz the 
Chicago meeting and extended an in- 
vitation to the council to meet at 
the Cotton States exposition in At- 
lanta in 1893. This invitation to the 
general federation was enthusiastical- 
ly accepted and the council came as 
guests of the exposition in 1893.

Mrs. Cilia Gets 
Campship for Boy 
Who Wins Contest 


Mrs. Amos Ellison Gilmore, of 
Tennille, chairman of the historical 
essay contest, Georgia division, U. 
D. C., has been successful in securing 
a campship at French Broad Camp 
for Boys at Brevard, N. C. 

Early in January Mrs. Gilmore 
came to Atlanta and was in confer- 
ence with Mrs. I. W. Williams, man- 
ager of beautiful Log Cabin camp 
for girls at Waynesville, N. C., and 
secured a four weeks’ free outing 
from June 25 to July 25 for the girl 
who writes .he best essay on the 
subject of the historical essay con- 
test in the Georgia division of U. D. 
C. The subject for the 1926 contest 
is “The Confederate Flags.” 

For the past several weeks Mrs. 
Gilmore has been in touch with the 
camps for boys, both py gp and 
North Carolina, in an effort to secure 
a campship as a prize for the boy 
writing the best essay on this same 
subject. 

Mrs. Gilmore is a young woman of 
great patriotism, courage and deter- 
mination, possessing a winning love 
for children. She is fitted both by 
nature and inheritance for this edu- 
cational work in the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. It was un- 
der the patronage of her great-grand- 
father, Colonel John Rutherford, of 
revolutionary fame, that the first 
Latin and Greek school was opened 
in Georgia. Mrs. Gilmore is also the 
great-niece of President Zachary Tay- 
lor, and for several years has cap- 
tained some line of patriotic work. 

The following announcement from 
her pen will be of great interest to 
the boys all over the state. 

Mrs. Gilmore’s Letter. 

“Tt gives me a thrill of delight to 
announce to my Georgia boys that the 
Daughters of the Confederacy are 
now in possession of a campship at 
French Broad camp, Brevard, N. C., 
which will be given to the boy writ- 
ing the best essay on the 1926 sub- 
ject, “The Confederate Flags.” French 
Broad camp is two miles from Bre- 
vard, in the mountains of ‘western 
North Carolina and on the French 
Broad river. It contains about 60 
acres, with a half-mile frontage on 
the river and a general elevation of 
2950 feet. For recreation, health and 
study it could hardly be more ideally 
located. 

“The administration of the camp is 
in the hands of Major Henry E. 
Raines, of Charleston, and the camp 
policy is determined by him. The 
director is a graduate of‘the Citadel, 
class of 1902, and in his experience 
as quartermaster of the Citadel and 
in the National Guard he has prob- 
ably directed more encampments than 
any other man in the entire south.

That singular title is just an- 
other way of proclaiming her the 
opera’s mistress of make-up... 

So perfectly does Miss Howard un- 
derstand the possibilities of grease 
paint, rouge, powder, crepe hair and 
nose putty that she is able to supply 
the different ‘‘faces’’ necessary for a 
larger number of roles than any other 
woman singer. 

She actually changes the contour 
of her features. She adjusts at will 
the length of her nose and the ‘“char- 
acter bumps” on it. She causes her 
forehead to protrude and her chin to 
recede and makes her wrinkles come 
and go according to the necessities ot 
the role she is portraying. 

Since versatile Miss Howard has a 
face for every role she sings, and she 
sings in 197 operas, by far the largest 
repertoire of any prima donna of to- 
day, her interesting title is not such an 
exaggeration after all. There is hard- 
ly a well-known opesa in which she 
hasn't appeared. 

Casual opera-goers usually identify 
Miss Howard with only one. of her 
“faces.” These range all the way 
from that of a rosy-cheeked boy like 
Heling in ‘William Tell,” to a hag- 
gard old witch, like the beak-nosed, 
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Kathleen Howard as Vecchid 
in the opera ‘Gianna 
Schicchi’”’—a _ role which 
calls for a skillful bit of mod- 
eling to transform her nat- 
urally unobtrusive nose into 
the beak-like projection you 
see here. 


witvered creature that attracts so 
much notice in ‘‘Hansel and Gretel.” 

Probably most opera-goers identify 
Kathleen Howard with some one of 
her old woman’s parts. There are 95 
in her collection of ‘‘faces” which por- 
tray old women. These include pam- 
pered grand dames, disreputable 
hags, grandmothers, old maid aunts, 
witches and elderly women of every 
sort. Hardly a type of character 
known to operatic mystery and ro- 
mance is missing from Miss Howard’s 
“thousand faces.”’ 

Even a seasoned opera devotee 
finds it hard to recognize a trace of 
any of her stage ‘‘faces” in the buoy- 
ani, vouthful countenance she pre- 
sents in real .life. Instead of the 
drawn, haggard creature she so fre- 
guently appears on the stage, this ts 
a very handsome young woman who 
steps trom her car into the stage en- 
trance of the Metropolitan the days 
Kathleen Howard is billed to sing. 

Her tace is round and her nose is 
small and inclined to the retrousse. 
And that real nose of hers is seldom 
seen before the foothghts. Her hair 
is dark chestnut, closely shingled so 
it won't interfere with the numerous 
wigs she has to wear during her sea- 
son's performances. -Her eyes are 
gray, soft and large. Her chin is reg- 
ular in outline and not prominent. Her 
skin is smooth and pleasingly tinted.

iS Surprisingly small for the varied re- 
sults she obtains. 

Kathleen Howard never changes 
the make-up of any given role, no 
matter how often she sings it, for with 
her make-up is as much a part of her 
performance as the score, and each 
wart on a witch’s face as necessary as 
the notes she sings. 

Miss Howard insists on putting on 
her own make-up, too. Only once in 
her long career has she ever allowed 
any one else to ‘‘fix’’ her up and then 
She says she felt mussy and smeary 
and came near to ruining her per- 
formance. Now her maid stands by 
until time to put on the costume and 
Kathleen puts on her own paint and 
powder. 

When, for instance, Miss Howard 
is to sing Martha, in ‘‘Faust,”’ she has 


Martha to wear and Martha wears that 
face every time Miss Howard imper- 
sonaies her. There is a “recipe”’ for 
Martha’s nose, wrinkles and chin just 
is detinite as a housewife’s recipe for 
biscuits or waffles. 

The first step in_ transforming 
Kathleen Howard into Martha is the 
change in noses. The singer, who 
shares some of the talent of her 
brother, a well-known — sculptor, 
takes a cubic inch of putty, dabs it on 
ihe bridge of her nose, dips her finger 
tips in face cream, and deftly shapes 
the plastic substance until, presto!— 
there is the most natural looking 
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As the old aunt in the opera ‘“‘Ani:na Allegra,’”’ a role which Miss Howard’s 
skill with paint, pencil and putyt makes as peaceful and lovely as her witch 
women are wild and ugly. 
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uiline nose imaginable. Kathleen’s 
own frivolous nose would-never in the 
world do on Martha. 

Next comes a coating of thick 
grease paint, the sallow, “old age” 
tint. Under her eyes and around ler 
nose and mouth she leaves ridges ot 
the paint to form very natural wrin- 
kles. Deep shadows in blue, which 
give a ghastly look, are painted about 
her eyes. 

The grease paint has entirely ob- 
literated her own eyebrows, so new 
ones are painted on with a charcoal 
pencil, raised in the center of the fore- 
head and sloping downward to the 
temples to give a drawn, sorrowful 
look. 

Wrinkles are painted on next with 
a charcoal stick—three fine lines on 
the bridge of the nose, three more fol- 
lowing the natural lines across the 
forehead, heavy ones running from 
the nose to the corner of the mouth, 
and others under and at the corners of 
the eyes. 

Lipstick, beefsteak red for old age, 
comes next, and Martha’s lips have 
to be much heavier and wider than 
those of Kathleen Howard. That is

guite simply accomplished. This 
deep red, Miss Howard says, shows 
age more than anything, but most 


flippers who insist on using it instead 
ot a yellowish red, the color of youth- 
ful lips, do not seem to know that. 

Powder of a grayish tinge—for 
most old women, Miss Howard has 
discovered, have a rather soiled ap- 
pearance — finishes off Martha’s 
‘“‘face.”’ A gray wig, a tall headdress 
and an appropriate costume make her 
ready for her appearance on the stage 
and it is as if Kathleen Howard had 
vanished completely. She takes a last 
look at herself in the mirror, not a 
close image, but one as far off as pos- 
sible in the infinite lines of Martha’s 
which are reflected and re-reflected in 
the two large mirrors placed opposite 
each other. 

“It I'm properly made up tor my 
part,’ Miss Howard will tell you, ‘‘I 
can forget all about myself and put 
everything into my role. No matter 
how much they deny it, most opera 
singers suffer 


terrors from stage 
fricht. But stage fright is simply self- 
consciousness and when I am _ no 
longer Kathleen Howard, but the 
proper likeness of the character | am 


Singing, there is no excuse for fright 
feel none. 

| matter of fact, I have made 
Such a hobby of make-up that I really 
get more fun out of dressing for most 


of my parts than I do from singing 
them. The uglier and more exiraor- 
dinary they are, the better I like them. 
The make-up, however, must never be 
exaggerated, for opera, even comic, 
lighter numbers, is no place for slap- 
stick and no matter how strange the 
characters are they must look natural 
under the circumstances.” 

Noses are really Miss Howard’s 
specialty... The interesting ones she 
“huilds’” on that real one of hers, 
would make most plastic surgeons 
green with envy. Of course, no 
woman with a spark of vanity would 
want the sort of noses that she puts 
on for her witch women and other, un- 
pleasant characters. 

But many other noses that she 
wears from time to time are nothing if 
not aristocratic and dignified. 

“I follow the generally accepted 
ideas as to the traits of character cer- 
tain types of features are supposed to 
represent,” says the “woman with 1,- 
000 faces.”” “A big, long nose, slight- 
ly distorted is taken to mean a ma- 
licious sort of person, so when a part 
calls for that sort of character I don 
just such a nose. On the other hand, 
a wide, flat nose is usually associated 
with bland lack of mentality, like the 
mother in ‘Zaza,’ so the putty goes on 
laterally there. A delicate straight 
nose goes with more desirable traits 
and that’s easy to arrange also.” 

The oftener nose putty is used the 
more manageable it becomes, so Miss 
Howard uses the same ‘‘wad’’ time 
after time. She puts the putty right 
on her unprotected skin, for it sticks 
best that way. The putty poisons 
badly but the discomfort of that, Miss 
Howard says, is overbalanced by the 
confidence one feels that one’s nose 
is going to stay on. Stickability is a 
desirable thing, for some operas are 
very Strenuous, 

“The art of make-up is really a 
very simple thing,’ Kathleen Howard 
explains. ‘It depends on just a few 
general rules. The various foundation 
paints for youth, old age, middle age 
and certain national types are always 
plainly marked and with practice one 
learns to mix and blend them. 

“Wrinkles should follow only the 
natural lines on the face. Opera is 
no baby’s game and by the time one 
is established there, there are bound 
to be markings on the face. Unless 
the heavy charcoal lines follow these, 
the painted mask goes askew when

But thus far I have 
never once lost any of my make-up 
on the stage. Let me knock on wood 
as I say this,” 

Many other opera singers are not 
so successful as Miss Howard has been 
In avoiding these catastrophes. It was 
only a few days ago that the dying 
Scarvia in “Tosca” lost his wig and 
had to retrieve it hurriedly when he 
should have been cold in death. 

Crepe hair is more often used by 
men for beards and mustaches than it 
is by women, but when Kathleen 
Howard appears as any one of the 
dozen wild creatures she portrays in 
Wagner’s operas, crepe hair is her 
mainstay. Great, unkempt, shaggy 
eyebrows of crepe hair give just the 
furious aspect her face needs in those 
roles. And often a bit of crepe hair 
is just the thing to lend ugly realism 
to a wart or mole. 

An important phase of the art of 
make-up, says Miss Howard, is char- 
acter Study and observation of people 
around you. It is from the people on 
the subways, in the movies, in ‘the 


-_ mM people in a big city’s everyday life, 


that she gets many of the suggestions 
for her thousand faces. 

When she goes through a part for 
the first time she does not give much 
attention to anything but the music 
and the action required. These show 
her the traits of the character she is 
fo portray and before very long, she 
says, the physical appearance for that 
character will sugyest itself. 
Sometimes the appropriate “face” 
comes to her at night and then she 
Jumps out of bed and sketches it while 
it is fresh in her mind. As soon as it 
is convenient, she tries it out with 
the aid of her make-up box, and after 
sometimes months of experimenting 
the new face is ready to be added to 
her collection.

Stanley Klvana’s Own Story 
Of the Death House

BY STANLEY KLVANA. 


SUFFERED tortures during 
those eleven months in the 
death house at Sing Sing. 
But I managed to tind God. 

Except for God and 
Father McCaffey, the chap- 


lain, | never could have stood it. 
There never had been any over- 
dose of religion at home. My father 


had once been a strong Catholic. 
That was in the days before he lett 
Prague in Bohemia, where he was 
orn. 

A terrible disappointment came to 
him and during the years when I was 
a kid at home in Long Island City he 
didn’t have anything to do with God 
or the church. But I don’t mean to 
make my father out a bad or immoral 
man. He was far from that. He 
tried to teach his children to do the 
right thing as he saw it. He simply 


wasn’t religious—didn’t care about: 


going to church—just ignored thie 
whole business. 


Mother Sickly. 


My mother was. sickly for years. 
Only my sister Bertha used to urge 
us to go to confession. She was, you 
might say, the only religious influ- 
ence in our family. But I never went. 
Until up there in the death house. 


You have plenty of time to think 
up there. In fact that’s all you can 
do with your time. ULintess you read. 
[ used to feel sorry for the teliows 
who couldn’t read. There are .al- 
ways one or two thar: have aad no 
schooling. If such a man was in the 
cell next to me I read aloud to him 
sometimes. 

In the death house you can't make 
bead bags or knit or do any cf the 
things that prisoners sometimes do. 
The fellows in the ‘‘yard’—the men 
who are doing time—have a chance 
to learn a trade. Or if they have 


“gome special ability they have an op- 


portunity to utilize it by doing: work 
they are titted for. 


But in the death house it’s just wait 
—watt—wait. And think—think— 
think, You can't have a needle or 
other sewing implements. You might 
use it to kill yourself. 

They say a drowning mam in an 
instant, sees his whole dife pass before 
him. All the mistakes he has made, 
all the rotten things he has done, 
haunt him, all at once. 

In the death house your past lite 


~acomes back to you, not once, but 


thousands of times. And no wonder! 
There are only two things to think 


about—the past and the future. The 
present is nothing but three uninter- 
esting meals a day, a-cot, a couple of 


blankets and some iron bars. The 
future is fraught with horror. Natur- 
ally you let your mind dwell on the 
past if you can. 

My ambitions? All the things I 
had planned and started te do for my 
wife and my little boy, Stanley, Jr. 


When'l was working to become a 
government inspector of airplanes, I 
never thought I’d be facing death in 
the electric chair. When my employ- 
ers praised my jobs as a mechanic 
and said I did exceptionally neat work, 
I never dreamed my grand future 
would fizzle out in a death cell. 


People who have talked to me since 
my imprisonmen} there seem to think 
I must have been bad as a boy. They 
think I must have run with bad com- 
panions, been a “tough guy” in the 
neighborhood. They mvariably say 
with surprise: “Why, you don’t look 
like a gangster!” 

Why shoud I? I ever was a 
gangster. I lived like any average 
boy in the Long Island towns that 
daily pour their flood of workers into 
New York.

What thoughts surged into Klvana’s mind when he saw other men make 
And above all, is the death house as bad as it is painted? Klvana says 


Klvana, now only 28, was arrested on May 3, 1924, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Ernest L. Whitman, a bond salesman who was killed 
during the holdup of a Bellmore, L.1., bank. His employer, John L. Slattery, 
and his friend, Ambrose Ross, were both convicted of the murder, while 
Klvana languished in Mineola jail. Slattery’s death sentence was commuted. 


Klvana finally went to trial on January 5, 1925. The jury disagreed. 


His second trial started February 16. This time he was found guilty of 
first degree murder. He was convicted on a woman’s remembrance of the 
expression of a pair of eyes. Mrs. Anna Bergold, at whose home the escap- 
ing bandits stopped after their automobile broke down, declared Klvana’s 
eyes were the same as those of one of the men she saw. 


Klvana was sentenced February 24 to death in the chair and taken to | 


The Appellate Division reviewed the testimony against him, and de- 
cided justice had miscarried. He was granted a new trial. 


His final fight for life started last February 1. Mrs. Bergold repudi- 
ated her testimony after careful cross-examination. 


Ambrose Ross, three times snatched from the chair, was brought to 
Mineola under heavy guard to testify against Klvana. He said Klvana drove 
an automobile which waited a few miles from the scene of the crime. ~2

No Death House Training. 

I wanted to get into the civil serv- 
ice aS a government airplane inspec- 
tor.

Sentenced to Die. 


My second trial followed a few 
weeks after. I was convicted because 
a woman, Mrs. Anna Bergold, said I 
had eyes like those of a man that 
stopped at her house with Slattery and 
Ross. By this time they had both 
been tried and convicted of murder- 
ing Whitman. Then my long siege 
in the death house started. 

On February 24, 1925, Judge 
Lewis Smith at Mineola sentenced me 
to die during the week of March 29. 
They took me to Sing Sing the same 
day. I still had a chance with the 
court of appeals. So ! didn’t go 
through in March after all, because the 
court of appeals hadn’t taken up my 
case. It was just a question of wait 
—wait—wait—and hope, if I could. 

If I live twenty lives I can never 
forget that first day in the death 
house. 

First they took me to Warden 
Lawes’ office. There they took my 
pedigree and took my _ valuables. 
Then, handcuffed to Warden Dunbar 
from Mineola jail, I was led to the 
death house. It’s a two blocks’ walk 
to the death house—a little one-story 
red brick building standing all by it- 
self in an enclosure. Everything else 
is cut off by gray walls—all gray, 
gray everywhere I looked. 

The assistant P. K. (that means 
principal keeper) rang the bell. In 
a minute they opened the iron grat- 
ing door. I was led through a vesti- 
bule to a large room, through an- 
other iron gate and into the left wing 
of the death house. 

“Take yer coat off,’’ the assistant 
P. K. snarled at me. 1 did what he 
ordered. Then ‘‘Take yer shoes off.” 
“Take yer pants off—take everything 
off.’”’ It seemed to me I felt sunk 
enough without his growling at me 
the way he did. 

“(Co over there and take a bath,” 
he said when I stood before him 
naked.

Titian is an anglicized form of Tiziano Vecellio who, according to 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, was the “greatest of the Venetians, and deserves 
to rank with Raphael and Michelangelo.” 
more to establish Titian’s place in the world of art. 


Besides Raphael, Titian is the only artist who had the unique dis- 
tinction of having three of his paintings chosen among the fifty-two 
greatest paintings in the world recently voted by the art directors and 
connoisseurs throughout the country. 


“Christ and His Disciples at Emmaus” is one of the three. 
That night at Emmaus has been the inspiration 
and furnished the subject for many artists. 
Two disciples, walking along the road to Emmaus, a little town 
about seven miles from Jerusalem, were joined by a siranger.
